PROCEEDINGS 
Dover, N. H., May 17, 1938. 


The delegation met at the County Farm and after 
dinner, Chairman McCooey called the members to 
order. 

George F. Leighton, Chairman of the County Com- 
missioners, and Charles H. Felker, County Treasurer, 
spoke concerning the financial condition of the County. 
It was brought out that under the present state law the 
1938 appropriation for relief would be inadequate. 
Several members asked Mr. Felker and Mr. Leighton 
questions. Mr. Boucher from Somersworth spoke and 
Mayor John F. Conrad of Rochester addressed the dele- 
gation concerning the relief and unemployment situa- 
tion. 

It was moved by Mr. Cartier to postpone action 
until later in the year, which was seconded by Mr. 
Bergeron. Mr. Varney and Mr. Bergeron spoke on 
the question. Mr. Jenkins offered an amendment to 
the motion of Mr. Cartier to provide for an additional 
appropriation of $15,000 for support of the poor off the 
Farm. On a voice vote the amendment was defeated. 
The original motion of Mr. Cartier was then put on a 
roll call. Richards, Colby, Berry, Dustin, Cartier, 
Bergeron, Habel, Boucher, St. Laurent, and Dubois 
voted in the affirmative. Henderson of Dover, Mc- 
Cooey, Chabot, Grimes, Durnin, Blanchard, White- 
house, Jenkins, Dickinson and Varney voted in the 
negative. The vote being a tie, the motion was lost. 
It was then moved by Mr. Varney to increase the ap- 
propriation for the support of the poor off the Farm by 
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$30,000 for the year 1938, making the total appropria- 
tion for this item $80,000, which motion was duly sec- 
onded. Mr. Colby offered an amendment to change 
the amount from $30,000 to $15,000 and on a voice 
vote the amendment was defeated. A roll call was then 
taken on the original motion and those voting in the 
affirmative were: McCooey, Chabot, Grimes, Durnin, 
Whitehouse, Jenkins, Berry, Dustin, Bergeron, Dick- 
inson, Varney, Habel, Boucher, St. Laurent and Du- 
bois. Those voting in the negative were Henderson 
of Dover, Blanchard, Richards, Colby and Cartier and 
the motion carried. 

The question was then brought up about the old 
jail. It was moved by Mr. Varney to authorize the 
County Commissioners to consult with the County 
Solicitor and if, in his opinion, the Commissioners had 
a legal right to do so, to make such disposition of the 
old jail, so-called, as they deemed fit. This motion 
was duly seconded and on a voice vote the motion pre- 
vailed. 

Meeting adjourned subject to the call of the Chair- 
man.

is fixed by the State Boa f ‘Of, Welfare arid Relief at 
$18.00 per month for thd; galt three to sixteen years 
of age and at $20.00 peitos Af: for infants under thrée 
years old and the placirf >fthese ‘children: is largely 
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recommended by the State Board. It should be noted 
that the 1938 appropriation for Board and Care of 
children has been exceeded by about $9,000.00. While 
the Board of Commissioners does not accept entire re- 
sponsibility for this increase we do feel that the ex- 
penditure is likely to pay eventual dividends to the tax- 
payers of the County in the form of better public 
health and citizenship and less juvenile crime. 


The administration of the Old Age Assistance law 
was transferred from County to State authorities on 
July 1, 1938. While this change resulted in some de- 
crease of the work of your commissioners and a smaller 
staff of County employees the net amount to be ex- 
pended by the County for Old Age Assistance will not 
be materially reduced by this administrative change. 


We wish to thank the County Delegation for its 
action of May 17, 1938, increasing the 1938 budget 
from $164,660.00 to $194,660.00. After paying the 
1937 deficit of $11,471.71 and after meeting the in- 
creased charges for direct relief we must still show a 
deficit for 1938, which seems entirely unavoidable un- 
der the circumstances. 


We wish to point out a deficit of $3,744.39 in the 
expense of the Superior Court. The Commissioners 
have no jurisdiction over the expenditures in this de- 
partment, the appropriation for which has proved to 
be consistently inadequate for several years past. A 
larger appropriation for this item seems necessary to 
avoid such recurrent deficits. 


A year ago we recommended to the Delegation 
that serious consideration should be given to the Old 
Jail building on Washington Street, in Dover. We 
wish to reiterate the fact that this building is not in 
good repair and does not really pay its way. Unless 
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the Delegation sees some possible future use for this 
building, we feel that it should be disposed of. 


We wish to thank all the City, Town and County 
officials who have aided us or cooperated with us in 
any way during the past year.
